An early breakfast partaken, we mounted and rode leis- 
ureli- along dowu the valley. Who ever saw a more de- 
lightful one than Sequatchie? Not only did we never, but 
we are Feriously disposed to question the existence of a 
more delightful one. About sixty miles in leng h and from 
two to three miles in width, it 1" enclosed on either side by 
precipitous mountains from one to. two thousand feet In 
height, picturesque in form, sublime In expression— while 
it* luxuriant surface, now slightly uuduUtinc, nmt stretch- 
ing away into beautiful landscapes, on either side the river, 
is chequered o'er with shady woodlands, hills of prospect, 
and fields of thriving grain. But thu people of Sequatchie 
are either laekine in industry or they do not think asmiirh 
of their valley as they should. It they wuull c onvert a 
portion of their wealth into commodious dwellings, school- 
houses, and churches; if they would transform the abun- 
dant materials around them into a railroad aud other im- 
proved roads; in short, if they would let the spirit of im- 
provement generally call out their dormant energies, this 
valley — a garden-spot by nature — would soon become as 
noted as it is now unrivalled. 

At noon we again asceuded the mountain to the west- 
ward, cast a lingering look at the valley belaud, and rode 
briskly along the great level of the mountain. A pleasant 
ride of ten miles, and we aliirhted at Fountain Grove, the 
resMearif of Mr. Wellington Lyman. Mr. I,, purchased

Sides, were soon standing on the verge of the aby«s, di- 
rectly opposite the Spirit Fall. There was a scene of such 
surpassine beantv. and nirfiiWy batftwha Tandenr as 
rarely hovurs o'er e'ea the pi 1 Vff •>; iiatur..-. 

O'er a cresceut-^haped. impending rock, a sheet of water 
twenty feet in width. fn>in the shadow of luxuriant foli- 
age, glides out into the awful chasm, falling, without inter- 
ruption, three hundred feet! At toe depth of about two 
hundred it assumes fantastic, cloud-like form* — now an el- 
ephant, now a winged spirit, chariot, dragon, Ac, till the 
mimic shapes are enguifed in the wave, aud their places 
supplied by other forms equally grotesque. My eye waj 
fixed upon it and my car was charmed with the continu- 
ous, weird-like music of the spot— music whose echoes 
were like wizard footsteps on the massive rocks that jutted 
fearfiilh out from the sides ot the chasm. Mv position 
was much higher than the precipice at the fall. I stood on 
the verge of an iiupeuding cliff about five hundred feet 
high? Clinging to a shrub, I looked over into the chasm 
beneath me. In places, the tops of the bright, erven trees 
below seemed a beautif ul carpet, through which the rip- 
pling water, flowing from the fall, glittered like diamonds 
in the occasional sunlight. The net-like ivy and blooming 
laurel hung, here and there, their bcitutiful drapery o'er 
the cragged rocks, as if to hide a jmrtiou of their terror, 
for they were indeed terrible, especially to one standing in 
the gulf beneath, to whom, iu waking from a reverie, the 
sudden thought of haviu? been swallowed by au earth- 
quake x deep in the earth, with fearful, oscillating cliffs o'cr- 
heart, just ready to complete destruction, would not be un- 
natural; but, when the tlarh of truth dispelled the fancy, 
how inexpressible would he the feeling with which the 
awful grandeur and wild sublimity of the spot would In- 
spire him! No tinseling of art detracting from the scene, 
no fineer-w ork but that of God! The rock-bound grot- 
toes in the chat-ia wall.., the spirit-phantoms of the mow- 
whiic cataract, the blooming laurel aud tiie pewlla ivy, the 
grand-arched caverns, the brilliant rainbow in the "mist, 
the star -enclosing cliffs above aud the rippling waters be- 
low, reflecting back each scene surmounted by the magic 
fall, all, mingling with that echoing;, weird-like music of 
the sj>ot. presented a scene of novelty, grandeur, beautv, 
subliniitv. enchantment that heaveu-winged the fancy 
and rapture-bound the soul. 

The Spirit Fall is situated on Fall creek. Follow down 
the abyss a quarter of a mile to the west, and you come t'« 
its junction with that of Cane creek, the fall of which is 
about half a mile above — northeast. This also a very 
beautiful fall but only eighty feet in heU lit. About twice 
as much water passes over it, and it won'd !>e nearly as 
high as the Spirit Fall If the wiiti r Im.l not worn down a 
deep, winding chanuel in tlie rock: j aiiove, which presents 
beautiful scenery iu the form of rapids, rock, towers, furi- 
ous curreuts, w hirli>ooU, &c. Close by the Cane civek 
Falls a beautiful cascade pours, from a rivulet, into the 
abyss from the height of one hundred and sixty feet Af- 



been arrested, and they are said, after the usual 
mode of police captives, to have confessed every- 
thing, and to have denounced Mazzini, Ledru Kollin, 
and twoothor persons named Ma/.arenti, and Cam- 
panel la as their accomplices.

Already, therefore, the prestige of the dis- 
covery has received damage. Nevertheless, it is 
expected that on the evidence, real or pretended, of 
the three prisoners, the absent offenders will be 
tried in contumacy, and receive the mockery of a 
sentence. The French Government assort that thev 
knew of the plot some time l>ack, but that with the 
delicate jealouay for the niaintenan. e of political 
freedom, they would not announce it during the 
elections, lest it should bias the people in favor of 
the Imperial candidates. 

At home, apirt from Indian matters, the only 
question that has raised the slightest interest has 
been that of the admission of the Jews to Parlia- 
ment. The Commons will not submit to the last 
repulse of the Lords. iLord John Russell is in favor 
of bringing in a bill declaring each house the best 
jud^e ot* its own privileges as regards the admission 
of members. This would remove the difficulty if 
the Lords would assent to it. But no one conceives 
that they will have the grace to do so. Still, most 
likely, the experiment will be tried so as to offer 
them another chance. Many members, however, 
are anxious that the House should admit Baron 
Bothschild at once by a resolution to that effect, 
and, although the government are opposed to such 
:■- collision w ith the Lords, it seem* probable that it 
will come .-uoner or later. Meanwhile, Baron Roths- 
child has resigned his seat to give the electors of 
London an or portunity to make another protest by 
reelecting hitn. No opposition is expected, and in 
any case he is certain of victory. The cry of ''civil 
and religious liberty" u traditional iu the city, and 
will carry all before it. 

It is strongly reported that the continental govern- 
ments are about to repeat their old folly of endea- 
voring to prevent England from affording an sylum 
for refugees. The Emperor Louis Napoleon, who 
accepted our shelter for years ai.d availed himself of 
the opportunity to get up a revolutionary invasion of 
Faance against Louis Bhillippe, is of course at the 
head of it.

SKETCHES OF TRAVEL. 

Sparta, Danville, and UcMiunville 11 It— Hon Air- 
Mountain S'cenerv — CrotutvilU — Grass u Cove — Se- 
quatchie Vail* v — Mountain Lands— Spirit Fall— 
Falls of Cane Creek— "Tne rockets" —liurrit Colleoe. 
The little town of Sparta, in a beautiful valley of Middle 
Tennessee, near the Cumberland mountains, is situated on 
the line of the projected railroad from McMiunville to Dan- 
ville, Ky. Its citizens anticipate a bright future in its pro- 
gress, as being an important point on the line of the said 
road (at the crossing of the State road from Knoxville to 
Nashville), and the contractors are now engaged in gra- 
ding the same from McMiunville thither. It promises soon 
to become, for a while at least, the terminus of iliat road. 
But the people of the valley are very desirous and quite 
confident that the road will be completed to Danville iu a 
few years. It is already under contract to Livingstou, near 
the Kentucky line, aud, if Kentuckians will do their 
part, this very important connection between the North 
and the South will be made much sooner than even the 
most sanguine have anticipated. 
Leaving Sparta for au excursion over the mountain, a 
.stance of three miles brought us to its base. A winding, 
wearying ascent of two miles then, and Bon Air Springs, 
at the summit, with its refreshing water and tempting 
shade, greeted us. Bon Air is truly a delightful spot, 
liiflit on the verge of a precipice, it looks out to the west- 
ward on a scene as boundless as beautiful. Indeed one is 
forcibly impressed with the weakness of his own vision 
while attempting to penetrate the distant landscapes and 
scenes of grandeur. 

To the eastward the mountain extends away, on a level, 
to the distance of forty or fifty miles, the soil being gener- 
ally very light; but along the beautiful rivulets, which are 
abundant, some choice lots of quite productive land are 
found. And, although the way at most seasons would seem 
very monotonous, it was now quite pleasant, and in many 
places made exceedingly delightful by the forests of bloom- 
ing honeysuckles and other wild flowers that charmed the 
eye and filled the air with fragrance. It was nearly night 
when we reached Crossville. the county seat of Cumber- 
laud, a new county, where we sojourned. In description 
of tliis flourishing town, however, I regret that rime aud 
spar,' p, rmit me only to say that it consists of one dwelling, 
one store, one blacksmith shop, and one ciiiekeucoop! 

The next meruing, turning our faee southward, a few 
miles' ride, delighted with the music ot wiuged warblers 
and the honeyed fragrance of myriads of wild flowers, aud 
we reached Grassy Cove, an interesting natural curiosity. 
It is a deep, rock-bound basin, containing several square 
miles, with no apparent outlet. It is indeed a beautiful 
valley well watered by springs that unite to form a creek, 
widen, rising in the southern flows to the northern extremi- 
ty and sinks into a cave, often turning a mill. The course 
of the stream then immediately reverses, and, after ruu- 
nmg several miles southward , beneath the surface, bursts 
forth a large spring in Sequatchie Valley. It is proven to 
be the same, sawdust, &c., haviug passed through from the 
Cove. How this bsjsetfra rock-bound Cove was formed is 
of coureea matter of interesting speculation. Ithasafine, 
rich soil, but is not well cultivated. Proceeding toward 
Sequatcliie Valley, no* . a hard task was before us. We 
must ascend a mountain to the height of a thousand feet by 
a ragged path! But we felt well paid for our trouble when 
on reaching the summit we beheld before us the beautiful, 
the enchantingly beautiful. Sequatchie. But the descent 
of fifteen hundred feet by a very steep, intricate, and 
rocky jiathway was very fatiguing, and we were very glad 
to find a pleasant resting place aud soiourn beneath the 
shadow and sublime majesty of the lofty Cumberland. 
How sweet is sleep amid the wild, magnificent sceues of 
nature, whose dusky forms, softened in the embrace of 
night, hang over us like spectre spirits of the universe, dim 
guardiansjof our slumber.

London, July 24. 
India is the only theme of public interest, but we 
are without a word of additional n«ws. An arrival 
is expected hourly, and for two days exciting ru- 
mors have spread at every moment. These rumors 
are all unfavorable. The confidence that prevailed 
after the receipt of the last mail has gradually given 
way. The recapture of Delhi is no longer consider- 
ed an affair to be accomplished in an instant. Dis- 
cussion with people who know India has led to a 
better knowledge of its powers of resistance. It haa 
ditches, and walls of strength and a circuit that only 
an immense arm}' could cover. Those who com- 
plained that General Anson waited for seige artillery 
instead of dashing at the place at once with his three 
or four thousand men, and therefore beginning to 
tUL It is all very true that with every iaj*l de- 
lay of retribution the prospects of mutiny elsewhere 
are awfully increased. But what would the pros> 
pect if we were to make the attempt and fail, and 
thus give the insurgents not merely an established 
command at Delhi but likely over all the approach- 
es to it? 

It is satisfactory, however, to be able to announce 
that the Government continue to act vigorou L . 
The day before vesterday, six of the largest screw 
steamers in the country were chartered fiora private 
companies for the immediate conveyance of troops. 

The great expectation is th.it the events now pas- 
sing will lead to an entire removal of 'tlie power of 
government from the East India Company, and its 
assumption by the crown. This step can be taken 
at any time by a Parliamentary vote, the term gran- 
ted them by a renewal of the charter having expir- 
en in 1854. One difficulty in the way, or at all 
events a point requiring good inanegement, would 
be the taking over of the India debt, which amounts 
to $80,000,000 in this country, and $250,000,000

Relics ok Antiquity. — We have before us a 
number of coins, brought to this country by Rev. 
W. F. Williams, missionary of the American Board 
at Mosul. These, with other valuable relics, are 
frequently found by the natives iu different places 
in tne east, while making excavations. One of 
these is a gold coin, bearing the name and face of 
Arsinoe Philadelphou, the sister and wife of Ptole- 
my Philad dphos, who together founded the cele- 
brated Alexandrian Library. It dates back to about 
two hundred and eighty years before Christ! It is 
about the size of a sovereign, is a beautiful coin, 
and seems as bright and fresh as if it had but just 
come from the mint. 

The others are silver staters (the coin which Pe- 
ter took from the tish), and are of the coinage of 
Alexander the Great, and of the Syrian kings An- 
tiochus Epiphanes, who attempted to overthrow Ju- 
daism and scattered swine's flesh about the temple, 
Antiochus Eupator, Antiochus Euergetes, Demetrius 
Soter, &c, the latest being about one hundred and 
sixty yean before Christ. 

There is an old Athenian silver coin, found on the 
plain of Arbela, where the decisive battle was 
fought between Alexander the Great and Darius. 
It was probably paid to some Greek soldier who 
there met his death. Mr. Williams also has a Greek 
penny, with "Caesar's image and superscription." 

There is something very impressive in these old 
coins, which were old when our Saviour walked the 
earth. They are all in good preservation, and the 
dies are remarkably sharp and clear; showing that 
the ancients perfectly understood this art. 

A friend has stated to us the striking fact that had 
the gold coin, estimating it at $18, its value by- 
weight, lieen put at interest at seven per cent, at the 
time of its coinage, its value now could uot have 
been computed in numerals. He began the compu- 
tation, but stopped at three hundred vears. when he 
found it would have reached $19,263,992,832.

The Inhabitants ok Cokea. — Our hitherto 
scanty information respecting the habits, manners, 
and social customs of the inhabitants of the Corean 
Peninsula has lately received an addition in a com- 
munication to a Russian newspaper from a Russian 
officer who served on the frigate Pallas in the years 
lo\/2-J Hedtt.cri .es the Loreatis M being usualiv 
«f middling statue, broad-shouldered, aud of a 
dark color. They all have black liair, coarse fea- 
tures, high Mongolian cheek-bones, and eyes small, 
and often oblique. The entire coast of the country 
is densely populated, and in its southern portion 
there is a town every two-thirds of a mile. The in- 
habitants dress universally in white linen. A sho t 
coat, with wide sleeves — the rin of which on the 
officials indicates tbeir rank— wide linen pantaloons 
drawn over short stockings and Gaataoad tight at the 
knees, and straw shoes, form the entire costume of 
the lower classes. Shirts are not worn bv the com- 
mon people. Their hats are plaited of black hair. 
*r.o feet in diameter, open at the top. It would be 
difficult to say what purpose they serve, protecting 
neither from the sun nor rain. 

The males never cut their hair, but comb it 
straight upw ard and tie it in a bushy bunch on the 
crow n of the bead. The women are lighter in color 
than the men. with red cheeks, which is seldom 
seen in Asiatic females. Thev bear an indistinct 
likeness to the women of the Tartar tribes. Their 
hair is short and brushed from the back of the neck 
to the *»ars. They wear short white sacks, scarce- 
! rea< hing to the waist, and fastened together 
aljove withpins, and trowsers like those of the men. 
above which is worn a l-rg« petticoat. They bind 
their infant* to their back by a band passing over 
their shoulders. The unmarried members of the 
community wear their hair hanging in queus like the 
Chineae. "Beards are rare and are held in high res- 
pect. Compared with the Chineae and Japanese, 
the Coreans are unrefined; compared with Europe- 
ans thev are semi-barbarous. In point of morality, 
thev perhaps, excel the Japanese; but they are ex- 
eeediiuriv devoted to whiaky drinking, and are 
most decided pilferers. Cattle and chickens they 
never slaughter. The first they use in their farm- 
iae operations, and the latter to answer in the place 
of clocks to indicate tha tima.
